Now, it is the ozone In the upper 


layers of the atmosphere — fifty 
or 


sixty miles up, that prevents these 
dangerous rays from reaching the 
surface of the earth. But the most 
surprising thLng about this air fifty 
ar sixty miles up Is that it is relatively 
warm. The even temperature layer. 
thirty or forty miles below, Is about 
as cold as 75 degrees below zero, while 
the ozone layer is ns warm as the sur- 
face of the earth— probably 70 or 80 
degrees above zero. The earth Is pro- 
tected from the cold of outer space 
by this warm blanket,. This warm

WASHINGTON, Aug. 23—Eager for 


the pending tariffs wars, the Demo- 
cratic members of the senate finance 
committee met today to devise a cam- 
paign for wholesale slashing of the 
sharp increases in industrial duties in 
the new Republican tariff bill. 


The Democrats came into the pic- 


ture as the Republican tariff-makers 
stepped aside after completing their 
re-vision of the house bill. The Dem- 
ocrats met with Senator Simmons of 
North Carolina, the minority tariff 
leader, to draft amendments to the 
Republican bill and to determine a 
course of strategy for the approaching 
debates. 


To Concentrate Plans. 


The Democrats \vill 
concentrate 


their heaviest fire upon a few indus- 
trial schedules, which accepting al- 
most verbatim the incerases in the 
agricultural schedule. 


It appeared the sugar, watch, ce- 


ment and iron schedules would be hit 
hardest by the Democrats, although 
an effort undoubtedly will be made tc 
restore hides and shoes to the free 
list. 


Senator Borah (R) of Idaho, gave 


the Democrats some hope for success 
in their efforts to slash industrial 
rates. Eorah issued a statement, de- 
claring the bill should be defeated in 
its present form as it Increased the 
economic inequality between agricul- 
ture and Industry. 
While Borah de- 


clared the increase on farm products 
rates were adequate to protect ag- 
riculture in the present market, he 
said.

A letter sent to the New Castle News 


by Mrs. Clara E. Stewart, concerning j
